For persons liable to such trances, | 
however, a back-seat driver Is a 
possible cure. ‘The trance is bro- 
ken, of course,"' Dr. Williams said, | 
“by some distraction such as the 
honking of a horn or other sudden 
soise,"’

The system, says Warden Joseph 
Ragen, is based chiefly on the idea 
that many men reach the prisons 
because they, lack sufficient aca- 
demic or vocational training.

“For one reason or another, they 
have not had a chance to develop 
their ability to make an honest liv- 
ing,”’ he says. ‘We try to fit men 
to compete, on an honest basis, 
when they are outside again. 

“A man can study everything 
given in the avarage high school 
course—except physics and chemis- 
try,"’ the warden says. ‘‘We don't 
want a student to come up with a 
homemade bomb."
